Remarks 

In the non-final office action mailed June 25, 2007, claims 1, 3 and 5-7 were rejected 
under 35 U.S.C.§102(b) over U.S. Patent No. 5,281,471 (to Swansonet al), claim 2, 8 and 10- 
12 were rejected under 35 U.S.C.§103(a) over Swanson et al. in view of U.S. Patent Application 
Publication No. 2005/0032378 (to Yu et al.), claim 4 was rejected under § 103(a) over Swanson 
in view of U.S. Patent No. 5,900,637 (to Smith), and claim 9 was rejected under §103(a) over 
Swanson in view of U.S. Patent No. 5,794,023 (to Hobbs et al.). Claims 13 - 20 were allowed. 

Method claim 1 has been amended to include the following steps: 

depositing a conductive absorber material on the substrate; 

applying an electrical potential to at least a first portion of the 
conductive absorber material such that a second disconnected portion of 
the conductive material has a different electrical potential; and 

etching said second portion of said conductive material to provide 
a first pattern on said substrate 

Independent method claim 10 has been amended to include the steps of: 

depositing a conductive absorber material on said substrate, 

applying an electrical potential to at least a first portion of said 
conductive absorber material leaving a second portion of said conductive 
material with a different electrical potential, and 

etching said second portion of said conductive material to provide 
a first pattern on said substrate that is aligned with said first portion of said 
conductive absorber 

Each of these claims now includes additional limitations that are similar to certain 
limitations of claims 13 and 19, and applicants submit that each of claims 1 and 10 is now in 
condition for allowance. Each of claims 2-9 depends from claim 1, and each of claims 11 and 
12 depends from claim 10. 
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Each of claims 1 - 20 is submitted to be in condition for allowance. Favorable action 
consistent with the above is respectfully requested.
